No plague- 
infected rats were found.

SHANGHAI— Fumigation of lighters for the destruction of rats.i 

Acting Asst. Surg. S. A. Ransom at Shanghai, China, has arranged 
for the use at that port of a form of boat note, a copy of which is shown 
on page 700, which provides for the fumigation, for the destruction of 
rats, of Jighters used in transferring cargo from the wharves to ves- 
sels lying at anchor. 

This measure, which is intended to prevent the ingress of rats from 
lighters to vessels, is in accordance with the movement for the 
destruction of rats on vessels, which is being steadily developed by 
the bureau. (See Annual Report for the fiscal year 1910, p. 80.)
